PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors,  Ware  Urban  District, 

Me  a  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Ware  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1965* 

The  growth  of  the  town  continues,  though  not  as  rapidly  in  the 
past  year  as  it  has  done  in  previous  years*  The  reason  for  this  has 
probably  been  due  to  financial  restrictions  which  hampered  the 
building  programme*  None  the  less  the  mid-year  population  reached 
12,870  which  is  an  excellent  figure  when  one  thinks  that  it  was  only 
as  recently  as  1961  that  the  10,000  mark  was  reached. 

The  health  of  the  town  has  again  been  excellent  with  only  7 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  1  of  whooping  cough  and  a  measles  outbreak 
totalling  95* 

After  sixteen  years  of  service  with  the  U*D*C.  Mr*  J.C*  Chapman, 
the  additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  left  in  July  to  take  up  an 
appointment  with  Stevenage  U*D*C*  I  wish  him  every  success  in  his  new 
sphere*  From  the  time  of  his  departure  until  the  end  of  the  year  every 
endeavour  was  made  to  obtain  0.  replacement,  together  with  a  second 
additional  Inspector,  unfortunately  without  success* 

The  difficulty  in  obtaining  assistance  for  Mr.  Lucas,  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  has  in  part  been  due  to  the  national  shortage 
of  Public  Health  Inspectors,  but  has  also  been  caused  by  the  tremendous 
amount  of  meat  inspection  which  has  to  be  carried  out  in  the  Ware  U.D. 

The  slaughterhouse  at  Ware  has  the  largest  throughput .  in  East 
Hertfordshire  and  to  keep  abreast  of  the  work  entails  long  hours  for 
the  Inspectors,  much  of  this  tine  being  over  and  above  the  normal 
working  period.  This  results  not  only  in  personal  hardship,  but  also 
encroaches  upon  the  tine  available  for  normal  public  health  duties. 

In  addition,  legislation  as  it  affects  the  public  health  field  is 
never  static,  an  example  of  which  may  be  cited  in  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  19^5,  implementation  of  vhich  considerably 
increases  the  work  of  a  public  health  inspector* 
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The  problem  therefore  is  one  of  a  small  authority  with  a  small 
staff  which  is  expected  to  carry  out  a  large  volume  of  specialised 
work*  One  solution  is  to  obtain  more  inspectors  but  this  is 
difficult  as  public  health  inspectors  are  scarce  and  are  averse  from 
talcing  up  an  appointment  which  they  know  entails  a  considerable 
amount  of  meat  inspection* 


Another  solution  is  to  engage  an  Authorised  Meat  Inspector,  but 
there  are  few  of  these  and  as  the  name  implies,  their  sole  function 
is  meat  inspection*  They  therefore  cannot  perform  the  duties  of 
another  Public  Health  Inspector  as  well,  this  being  what  is  required 
both  in  a  growing  town  and  in  view  of  increasing  public  health 
legislation* 


A  third  solution,  which  has  been  discussed  from  time  to  time, 
is  to  operate  all  slaughterhouses  under  Central  Ministry  control* 
This  is  not  as  simple  as  it  sounds*  Would  those  who  carry  out  the 
inspections  be  Public  Health  Inspectors  or  Veterinary  Surgeons?  If 
the  former,  where  could  they  be  obtained  from  and  if  the  latter  acre 
there  sufficient  Veterinary  Surgeons  in  the  country  to  enable  a 
large  number  of  them  to  undertake  part  time  meat  inspection  provided 
they  were  prepared  to  do  so? 


This  problem,  which  must  face  a  number  of  other  local  authorities 
as  well  as  Ware  is  a  very  real  one  to  which  it  is  difficult  to  find  an 
answer.  The  difficulties  are  inherent  to  the  problem  itself.  This 
council  has  done  its  utmost  to  remedy  the  existing  position  but  with 
no  success  b y  the  end  of  i  9^5* 


It  would  seem  to  me  that  the  approach  of  Local  Authorities  and 
Local  Authority  As sociautions  to  this  matter  should  not  be  nwe  must 
retain  our  slaughterhouse  at  all  costs Rather  should  they  say  nin 
view  of  all  the  circumstances,  can  we  continue  supplying  inspectors  for 
these  establishments  ?n.  After  care  Pal  consideration  they  may  then  be 
obliged  to  say  nwe  are  forced  to  the  reluctant  conclusion  that  we  have 
no  option  but  to  maintain  the  1  status  quo,n» 


I  wish  once  more  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  and  the  Council  for  their  keen  interest  in  and  support 
of  the  'work  of  the  Public  Health  Department*  Such  interest  is  always 
encouraging.  Ivy-  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Lucas  for  his  tireless  work 
throughout  the  year*  I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  help  and 
assistance  I  have  received  from  the  other  Chief  Officers  and  their  staff*

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The  year  commenced  with  65  names  upon  the  Register,  as  follows 

Males a.  Pulmonary  32  Non-Pulmonary  2

During  the  year  one  male  pulmonary  case  was  notified.  Four  male 
and  one  female  pulmonary  cases  moved  into  the  district.  A  total  of 
six  oases  was  therefore  added  to  the  register. 

One  pulmonary  case  died*  Three  male  and  one  female  pulmonary 
cases  recovered,  and  one  male  pulmonary  case  left  the  district* 

Six  cases  were  thus  removed  from  the  register,  leaving  the 
number  of  &ases  at  the  end  of  the  year  unchanged* 

At  the  end  of  1965  the  following  cases  remained  upon  the  register:-

While  the  yearly  population  increase  has  continued  there  was  a 
marked  fall  in  1 965  as  compared  with  the  previous  two  years*  Hie  1 9^5 
increa.se  was  410  v/hile  that  for  19^4  was  890  and  that  for  19^3  was  720* 
This  fall  can  largely  he  attributed  to  financial  stringency  which 
curtailed  the  amount  of  building  undertaken  during  the  year  and  this 
has  been  so  in  other  areas  of  East  Herts*  The  total  population  figure 
for  the  mid  year  was  12,870* 

Hie  number  of  inhabited  houses  rose  from  4,030  to  4,1 61,  the 
number  of  houses  per  acre  from  2*92  to  3* 00,  the  number  of  persons  per 
acre  from  8*99  to  9*28  and  the  number  of  persons  per  house  from  3*08 
to  3*09* 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  number  of  legitimate  live  births  increased  from  307  to  312 
while  the  illegitimate  live  births  fell  from  11  to  5*  Thus  the  total 
number  of  live  births  remained  almost  exactly  the  same,  being  317  as 
compared  with  318  in  19^4* 

The  still  births  fell  from  6  to  5  and  the  infant  deaths  fell  from 
8  to  6*  Hiere  v/ere  no  infant  deaths  amongst  the  illegitimate  children* 
Once  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths* 

Hiere  was  a  slight  fall  from  204  to  201  in  the  total  number  of 
deaths* 

PAUSES  OF  DEATH 

The  numerical  relationship  between  the  principal!,  causes  of  death 
was  very  similar  to  that  of  last  year,  there  being  69  deaths  (61  in  19 64) 
from  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels,  this  being  34*32  per  cent 
of  the  total*  Of  these,  27  were  due  to  Coronary  Disease,  the  youngest 
occurring  in  the  age  group  35  ~  45* 

Vascular  Lesions  of  the  nervous  system  accounted  for  41  deaths 
(42  in  1964)  or  20.39  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  deaths:,  while  all 
forms  of  Malignant  Disease  were  responsible  for  28  deaths  (22  in  1964)* 
Of  these  6  were  due  to  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  none  to  Leukaemia*  There 
were  17  deaths  from  Bronchitis  and  10  from  Pneumonia. 

The  6  deaths  under  1  year  of  age  were  due  to  Prematurity  3,  Septic 
Meningitis  1 ,  Acute  Entero-Colitis  1  and  Bronchopneumonia  1  . 

There  was  1  dea.th  due  to  a  motor  accident,  but  the  other  accidental 
death  as  reported  in  the  Registrar  General1  s  returns  cannot  be  traced  in 
the  records  at  this  office.  There  v/ere  3  suicides. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  "biennial  outbreak  of  Measles  was  responsible  for  95  cases. 
Apart  from  this  the  town  was  remarkably  flee  from  any  reported 
infections,  there  being  only  1  case  of  Mhooping  Cough  and  7  of 
Scarlet  Fever. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

The  inward  and  outward  movement  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  together 
with  recoveries  and  one  death  balanced  the  number  of  patients  during 
the  year  so  that  by  the  end  of  1965  there  were  the  same  number  as  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  namely  65,  of  which  59  were  pulmonary  and 
6  non-pulmonary. 

FOOD  HYGIEIIE 

The  customary  close  watch  has  been  kept  on  all  food  handling 
establishments.  For  another  successive  year  no  outbreak  of  food 
poisoning  was  reported. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  1946  &  1951 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  action  was  necessary  during 
the  year  under  Section  47  of  these  Acts. 


MEDICAL  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  IMMIGRANTS 

Early  in  1 965  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
sent  the  following  letter  to  all  (General  Medical  Practitioners : - 

"You  will  I  know  be  aware  of  the  rather  special  problems  which 
arise  in  connection  with  the  health  and  treatment  of  long-stay 
immigrants  to  this  country.  Mien  they  settle  in  this  country 
immigrants,  both  aliens  and  Camonwealth  citizens,  are  often 
very  unfamiliar  with  our  customs  and,  in  particular,  ignorant  of 
the  scope  and  arrangements  of  the  National.  Health  Service.  They 
may  at  first  live  under  very  difficult  conditions  and  some  of  them 
in  their  countries  of  origin  have  been  particularly  subject  to  the 
risk  of  tuberculosis. 

The  main  problem  is,  therefore,  to  ensure  that  at  an  early  date 
they  learn  how  to  use  the  Health  Service  and,  in  particular,  for 
us  to  secure  by  voluntary  action  that  those  from  countries  with  a 
high  incidence  of  tuberculosis  -  particularly  from  Asia.  -  have  a 
chest  X-ray  as  soon  as  possible  after  their  arrival  in  this  country. 
The  proposal  to  secure  a  chest  X-ray  in  all  cases  before  departure 
from  their  country  of  origin  has  been  very  fully  eixplored  and  not 
found  to  be  practicable.  Nor  is  routine  X-ray  of  all  immigrants  at 
the  port  of  entry  a  practical  x^ocedure,  though  it  may  be  possible 
to  arrange  for  limited  numbers  to  be  X-rayed* 
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We  have  therefore  "been  in  consultation  with  the  representatives 
of  the  medical  profession  and  of  the  local  authorities  and  the 
Minister  has  decided  to  take  the  following  steps: - 

(a)  At  ports  of  arrival  long-stay  immigrants,  both  Commonwealth 
and  alien,  who  are  referred  to  medical  inspectors  will  he 
given  a  hand-out  printed  in  languages  which  they  are  likely 
to  understand;  the  aim  of  which  is  to  encourage  them  to  get 
on  to  the  list  of  a  medical  practitioner  in  their  place  of 
residence  so  that  (if  he  thinks  it  desirable)  he  can  arrange 
for  them  to  go  to  a  mass  radiography  unit,  a  chest  clinic  or 
a  hospital  for  X-ray* 

(b)  Long-stay  immigrants  who  are  referred  to  medical  inspectors 
at  the  ports  will  also  be  asked  to  provide  their  destination 
addresses  and  these  will  be  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  county  or  county  borough  concerned  (including 
also  Scotland  and  Northern  Ireland)  with  a  request  that  he 
should  try  to  persuade  the  immigrants  to  act  on  the  advice 
they  have  been  given  in  the  hand-out.  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  and,  local  officers  of  the  Ministries  of  Labour  and 
Pensions  and  National  Insurance  will  also  be  supplied  with 
copies  of  the  hand-out  in  case  they  come  into  contact  with 
immigrants  who  have  not  received  one  or  apparently  lost  it. 

(c)  In  the  near  future  it  is  hoped  that  arrangements  can  also  be 
made  in  respect  of  those  dependants  who  obtain  entry 
certificates  in  their  country  of  origin  for  their  names  and 
destination  addresses  to  be  entered  on  a  tear-off  slip  in 
their  passports.  This  slip  will  be  detached  by  the  immigration 
authorities  and  parsed  to  the  medical  inspectors  so  that  the 
port  medical  officer  can  send  the  address  on  to  the  appropriate 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the  same  way  as  in  the  case  of 
holders  of  Ministry  of  Labour  vouchers. 

These  procedures  should,  we  hope,  help  to  ensure  that  long-stay 
immigrants  register  with  general  practitioners  ait  an  early  stage 
of  their  life  in  this  country  and  do  not  wait  until  they  fall  ill. 

It  should  also  help  to  make  sure  that  those  for  'whom  it  is  appropriate 
have  an  X-ray  at  an  early  stage.  ¥e  hope  that  in  every  ca.se  where 
you  think  it  would  be  in  the  interests  of  the  immigrant  or  his 
family  or  associates,  you  will  agree  to  make  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  X-ray  examination. :i 

In  consequence  of  this.  National  Health  Departments  of  all  districts 
receive  the  names  and  addresses  of  immigrants  'who  have  come  to  live  in 
their  area  and  the  Inspectors  have  to  get  in  touch  with  'them  to  see 
whether  or  not  they  have  already  registered  with  a  doctor  and  if  they 
have  had  their  chests  X-rayed. 
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Yvhile  this  procedure  is  designed  to  ensure  that  immigrants 
obtain  chest  X-rays  as  soon  as  possible,  this  being  a  most  desirable 
objective,  it  is,  unfortunately  not  always  successful  as  wrong 
addresses  may  have  been  given  and  the  immigrant  may*  have  moved  to  an 
unknown  address  by  the  time  the  Inspector  calls «  It  also  imposes  a 
considerable  amount  of  extra  work  upon  the  Inspectors. 

BUILDING 

Somewhat  curtailed  building  activities  are  shown  in  the  reduced 
number  of  new  buildings  during  19&5*  The  Council  built  25  houses 
and  120  were  erected  by  private  enterprise.

The  existence  of  such  good-will  as 
engenders  the  healthy  exercise  of  joint  enterprises,  brings  the 
reflection  that  we  should  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  all  the  higher 
influences  as  we  find  them. 

I  also  record  my  appreciation  for  the  assistances  given  by  the 
Council !s  Chief  Officers  and  their  staff. 

I  thank  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  and  support 
throughout  the  year.

Piped  Supplies 

Mains  water  is  piped  to  sink  taps  in  all  but  four  cottages  and 
a  bungalow*  Three  wells  serve  the  five  premises  raid  wader  is  pumped 
to  roof  tanks  in  all  five  of  them,  and  gravitates  to  sink  taps.  In 
one  of  these,  a  remote  lock  cottage,  the  water  has  to  be  hand  pumped. 


Swimming  Pool 

v.  .TT.-ar.-ag  ■  rar.-ra 


The  Council1  s  swimming  bath  consists  of  a  headed  open  air  pool 
with  paved  surrounds  and  diving  boards,  and  paddling  pools •  The 
buildings  comprising  offices,  changing  rooms,  toilets  and  plant  house 
have  been  rebuilt.  A  light  refreshment  kiosk  serves  the  pool  and 
recreation  ground. 

Water  which  is  drawn  from  the  town  mains  is  treated  by  break 
point  chlorination  and  continuous  pressurised  sand  filtration.  The 
plant  is  designed  to  change  the  water  every  6  hours.  Renewals  and 
overhauls  to  the  plant  were  undertaken  during  the  year. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  every  fourteen  days  during  the 
season  and  proved  satisfactory. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

No  major  work  has  been  undertaken  during  the  year  although 
sewers  have  been  extended  to  deal  with  new  development. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


Refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  tipped  at  the  Wengeo  Lane  tip* 

A  pilot  scheme  for  paper  sack  collection  of  refuse  was 
introduced  on  one  of  the  Council  house  estates.

During  the  year  the  Council1  s  men  cleared  blocked  sewers 
seventeen  times  at  the  department’s  request*  Eleven  of  these 
sewers  received  attention  once  and  three  of  them  were  cleared 
twice.  At  two  points  where  rats  were  escaping  from  the  sewers 
repairs  were  carried  out. 

Two  drain  blockages  were  removed  and  five  repairs  effected. 
Colour  tests  were  resorted  to  four  times  where  leakages  were 
suspected  and  a  smoke  test  applied  where  a  smell  was  being  traced. 
One  W.C.  pan  was  renewed  and  three  occupiers  were  warned  about  the 
misuse  of  closets. 


Filthy  or  Verminous  Premises  jand  Articles 

The  suspicions  of  a  sensible  tenant  that  bed  bugs  were  in 
residence  was  confirmed  on  production  of  the  insect  by  the  enquirer. 
Supplies  of  bed  bug  specific  (S.210  DDT  5 %  spray  with  accelerated 
knock  down)  were  purchased  for  two  families  involved  and  no  more 
bugs  were  found*  This  could  have  been  a  case  where  the  vermin  were 
"picked  up"  by  a  long  distance  driver. 

Although  no  vermin  was  found  at  41  Council  houses  inspected 
the  tenants  at  two  of  them  were  reprimanded  for  the  dirty  condition 
of  their  homes. 

No  vermin  was  found  at  the  homes  of  17  prospective  Council 
tenants.

Eight  complaints  about  dampness  arising  from  defective  roofs 9 
gutters  or  other  causes  were  investigated. 

Two  cases  of  smell  in  bathrooms  were  traced  to  plastic  electric 
fittings  which  on  heating  gave  off  offensive  odours.  One  case  of 
odour  was  probably  due  to  dead  mice  and  another,  not  confirmed,  may 
have  arisen  from  similar  causes. 

Generally  people  who  object  to  the  fouling  of  footpaths  by  dogs 
are  reluctant  to  be  involved  in  proceedings.  Their  evidence  is 
invaluable  if  the  byelaws  are  to  be  successfully  enforced. 

Seven  offensive  accumulations  were  removed  by  occupiers  on 
request. 
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Complaint  has  been  made  by  many  residents  about  an  effluvium 
arising  from  the  trade  of  milling  animal  feeding  stuffs.  This  was 
confirmed  on  twelve  occasions  at  various  parts  of  the  town# 

Of  five  cyclones  extracting  dust,  two  are  concerned  with  cooling 
about  4-0  different  products.  Hie  moist  warm  air  on  cooling  retains 
the  aroma  from  essential  oils  etc#,  and  of  1-g-  -  2%  of  dust  produced, 
probably  not  more  than  10  lbs,  of  dust  is  lost  to  the  atmosphere 
daily.  The  products  normally  contain  8  -  10%  and  occasionally  20%  of 
fish  meal  and  although  the  management  state  that  the  odour  is  normal 
for  a  mill,  suspicion  naturally  falls  upon  this  highly  valuable 
constituent  which  makes  these  products  so  attractive  to  stock  rearers#

Unfortunately  the  aforementioned  mill  now  operates  continuously 
from  6*0  am#  Monday  to  6.0  am.  Saturday  and  the  noise  produced  by  the 
extractor  fans  has  caused  widespread  general  annoyance  at  the  time  of 
writing  this  report# 


On  twenty  seven  oceans  ions  when  stations  at  various  plaices  in  the 
town  were  taken  the  noise  was  not  evident  or  sufficient  to  constitute 
a  nuisance#  Since  the  six  day  continuous  working  began  complaints 
have  been  more  general  about  the  noise  at  night,  this  is  natural 
considering  the  reduction  of  traffic  and  other  noises  by  night# 


Six  complaints  (five  being  from  one  complainant)  about  bonfire 
smoke  were  investigated#-  The  burning  of  considerable  quantities  of 
hedge  clippings  and  tree  loppings  seemed  to  be  the  most  practicable 
method  of  disposal  available  to  one  resident  and  in  the  absence  of 
general  complaint  it  was  deemed  inadvisable  to  take  proceedings#  At 
a  demolition  site  a  firm  stand  was  taken  over  the  burning  of  timber 
in  a  built  up  area. 


A  temporary  nuisance  from  smoke  and  paper  ash  was  quickly  abated 
on  a  building  site  where  asphalte  was  being  heated  for  roofing  work*

Walnut  Tree  Walk  and  Thieves  Lane  continued  to  be  favoured  by 
squat  tors#  There  were  four  visitations  in  the  Walk  for  comparatively 
short  periods,  but  one  long  rest  in  Thieves  Lane  covered  six  months# 
Heaps  of  ballast  along  the  roadside  have  reduced  the  attempts  to  rest 
in  the  Walk  and  police  assistance  has  reduced  periods  of  stay.

Thirty  seven  houses  in  Bowling  Road  and  sixty  one  houses  in  Vicarage 
Road  7/ere  inspected  and  no  sizeable  area  was  fourd  to  lack  the  five 
standard  amenities#  It  7/as  not  deemed  expedient  to  declare  any 
Improvement  area  in  these  two  roads  and  it  was  resolved  that  the  owners

Apart  from  a  temporary  lapse  in  1946  and  1947  a  100 fo  meat  inspection 
service  has  been  given  in  the  district  for  30  years*  The  Council 
recognised  at  the  appointment  of  Mr#  J#C#  Chapman  on  24*10*1 949  that  an 
additional  inspector  was  necessary  and  the  throughput  at  the  Ware 
Abattoir  has  continued  to  increase  steadily,  particularly  since  the 
resumption  of  private  trading  at  the  1st  July,  1954,  the  year  1 965 
being  no  exception* 


With  Mr.  Chapman*  s  resignation  on  24th  July,  1 965  until  Mr*  Todd  *  s 
appointment  on  1st  February  following,  I  reluctantly  ceased  to  give  a 
Sunday  meat  inspection  service  and  despite  this  day  of  rest  the  93// 
inspection  attained  in  1965  actually  involved  an  increase  of  2 *6/0  in 
carcases  inspected  over  the  previous  year* 


Other  Foods 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of  canned  and 
frozen  food  inspected  and  condemned  during  the  year# 

Checks  at  fish  stalls  and  shops  showed  that  fresh  fish  was  exposed 
for  sale* 

Food  Premises  and  Hygiene 

Thirteen  complaints  were  made  by  the  public  about  food  and  eight 
of  these  7/ere  referred  to  the  Food  &  Drugs  Authority  (W  Sz  M  department) . 
In  two  cases  the  complaints  implied  unhygienic  handling  of  food  in  the 
town  and  although  this  could  have  been  proved  in  one  case  the  evidence 
to  secure  a  conviction  7/as  missing  as  the  complaint  was  made  so  long 
after  the  maggoty  rolls  were  sold. 
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Preparatory  to  the  opening  of  a  supermarket  the  company  was 
requested  to  provide  two  small  cleaners*  sinks  so  that  a  large  butlers* 
sink  could  be  used  solely  for  food  preparation. 

A  small  wash  hand  hasin  with  hot  water  supply  was  required  to  be 
provided  at  one  general  store  where  ox^en  food  was  sold. 

Complaints  from  the  public  about  a  smell  at  a  butchers  shop  were 
confirmed  at  one  visit,  and  although  the  cause  was  not  definitely 
determined  the  owner  at  request  decided  to  improve  ventilation. 

Activity  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  ( General) 
Regulations,  i960  was  less  than  in  the  previous  year.

'Frozen  Foods 


Temperature  checks  at  two  grocers  shops  on  the  14th  June  with  a 
shade  temperature  of  80  F  were  highly  satisfactory.  The  frozen  food 
cabinets  gave  readings  of  14  F  and  24  F  respectively  at  the  frost  line 
level,  whilst  the  ice-cream  conservators  gave  readings  of  10  F  in  the 
deep  freeze  and  24  F  in  the  display  compartments  respectively*  A  month 
later  in  connection  with  an  application  to  register  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream  the  temperature  reading  of  the  deep-freeze  cabinet  at  a  small 
store  was  -4  F.

Only  one  section  7  inspection  (Sanitary  conveniences)  was  made 
at  factory  premises.
